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T rustee 
Jobless rate 
recall 
try ends 
down in Sept.

The drive to recall all five school board 
members in a dispute over school 
closures, has ended in defeat and the 
coalition of parents that spawned it is in 
disarray. 
David D. Wulftange, one of the last 
surviving officials of Save Our Schools, 
SOS, said it was now certain that the 
organization could not get the approx­ 
imate 2,600 signatures necessary to bring 
the recall proposal before the voters. 
The organization has until late this 
month to collect the signatures, but 
Wulftange said he doesn’t have enough 
parents to aid him in the time-consuming 
circulation procedures. 
Wulftange said he will now turn his ef­ 
forts toward recruiting two candidates to 
run against incumbent trustees whose 
seats will be up for re-election next 
March. 
A coalition of parents rallied under the 
SOS flag early this year in an effort to 
get the school board to reverse its deci­ 
sion to close Miguelito and La Mesa 
schools. 
The school board based its closure ac­ 
tion <m the argument that declining 
enrollment and an uncertain economic 
future required the cutbacks. Parents, 
particularly in the two attendance areas 
disputed that argument and produced 
petitions with more than 4,000 signatures 
of individuals opposing the closures. 
Despite that show of opposition, the 
board closed the schools anyway and SOS 
was bom. 
Despite vociferous support voiced at 
an initial meeting in the Alpha Club, 
which they had rented for the occasion, 
the cadre of parents circulating the peti­ 
tions grew smaller week by week, ac­ 
cording to Wulftange. 
He said SOS lost a lot of major support 
as the weeks rolled on when some 
parents transferred their children to a 
school in Santa Mara or to a Catholic 
parochial school in Lompoc. 
“The problem with SOS from the first 
meeting,” Wulftange said last night, 
“was they couldn't accept the fact that 
the schools (Miguelito and La Mesa) 
were dead. The group wasn’t realistic. 
We couldn’t define our objectives Many 
people thought all along that the board 
would reverse itself and reopen the 
schools.” 
Wulftange said the parents had 
become politically seasoned by the ex­ 
perience — “That was our downfall,” he 
said, “SOS was politically naive.” 
Wulf tange said he began to see signs of 
deterioration in the group effort in 
September, but stuck with the effort to 
secure signatures. There was no official 
announcement of the demise. Wulftange 
said he met a newspaper reporter during 
last Tuesday’s Lompoc City Council 
meeting and before he realized it found 
himself spilling out his feelings of defeat. 
Even Wednesday in talking with this 
reporter, he first said some SOS people 
might still be out in the hustings cir­ 
culating the petitions, and moments 
later said he knew there was not. The 
wavering was a reflection of the pres­ 
sures that assailed the SOS effort. 
Wulftange spoke nostalgically of the 
long effort, noting that 1,600 signatures 
had been collected and that “ we 
collected a lot of money during the cam­ 
paign.” 


U.S. climbers near 
peak of Everest 


KATMANDU, Nepal (UP1) - Two 
members of the American bicentennial 
expedition to Mt. Everest climbed to 
within a few hundred feet of the Earth’s 
summit Friday, but whether they 
reached the peak was uncertain. 


The oxygen set of Sherpa Ang Phurba, 
who was guiding the expedition s first as­ 
sault team, failed and he was forced to 
descend to Camp Four, 4,528 feet below 
the summit, the Nepalese Foreign 
Ministry announced. 
The ministry controls all news of sum­ 
mit attempts in this Himalayan kingdom 
and it said there would be no further an­ 
nouncements on the success or failure of 
the American expedition until Saturday. 
Chris Chandler, a 27-year-old doctor 
from Vashon, Wash., and Robert Cor- 
mack, 30, a glider pilot from Boulder, 
Colo., “continued to climb at 12:45 hours 
(4 50 a.m. EDT). They were seen cross­ 
ing the Hillary steps,” the ministry said. 
“Shortly thereafter a cloud obscured 
the vision of the people watching below.” 
The Hillary steps, named after the 
first conqueror of Everest, are located 
above 28,750 feet. 
Chandler and Cormack left the 27,500- 
foot-high sixth and last camp at 7:30 a.m. 
Friday for the final assault. 
They were accompanied by Ang 
Phurba, leader of the Sherpas-Nepal’s 
famed “tigers of the snow”. 
An earlier fly-by of Everest today 
showed the majestic peak, towering at 
29,028 feet, was w ell above the 
clouds. The pyramid-shaped summit dis­ 
played patches of snow and a tiny, fluffy 
cloud perched at the top, wreathing the 
peak like a smoke ring from a celestial 
cigarette 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Unemploy­ 
ment declined slightly to 7.8 per cent in 
September, the first dip in the overall 
jobless rate in four months, the Labor 
Department reported today. 
However, the number of persons 
holding jobs also slipped for the first 
time since June, the department said. 
The 0.1 per cent drop in September 
provided some small comfort to Presi­ 
dent Ford in the final weeks of his elec­ 
tion campaign. It was the last report on 
joblessness before the Nov. 2 election. 
But the job market basically has 
remained unchanged over the past three 
months, and the recently strong increase 
in total employment appeared to be cool­ 
ing somewhat. Ford has often boasted 
about the 3.7 million people who have 
found work since the recession was at its 
low point in May, 1975. 
Some 7.4 million persons were un­ 
employed in September, down from 7.5 
million in August. This was the first 
decline since last May. when joblessness 
hit a postrecession low of 7.3 per cent. 
Unemployment has been increasing 
steadily since last May and many ad­ 
ministration economists feared it might 
hit 8 per cent in September. 
A total of 87.8 million persons were 
employed in September, a decline of 
160,000 from the previous month. It was 
the biggest decline since June. 
The total number of persons available 
for work also declined slightly for the 
first time in four months. The civilian 
labor force now totals 95.2 million 
persons, down 280.000 from August. It 
was the biggest decline since February. 
1975 


The decline in total employment might 
have been larger had 100,000 striking 
workers not returned to work in 
September — most of them in the rubber 
industry. 
Although the number of discouraged 
workers — persons no longer looking for 
work — also declined, there was a 
significant increase of 300,000 in the 
number of persons now seeking part- 
time jobs out of economic necessity. 
There were 3.3 million such part-time 
workers last month.

Unemployment among 
teens was down from 19.7 per cent to 18.6 
per cent. 
There was a slight increase, however, 
in unemployment among adult men — a 
phenomenon that also was reflected in 
the jobless rates for male heads of 
households, married men and Vietnam- 
era veterans. 
Joblessness declined slightly among 
adult women to 7.5 per cent and among 
blacks to 127 per cent. The rate for 
white workers held to 7.1 per cent for the 
third consecutive month. 
Manufacturing jobs increased by 
145,000 in September, most of it as a 
result of some 60.000 rubber workers 
returning to work after a lengthy strike. 
Mining employment rose with the return 
of 40,000 strikers. 
Employment also increased slightly in 
many of the service industries, 
wholesale trade, finance, insurance and 
real estate Overall there was a 240,000 
increase in nonagricultural payroll 
employment.

Hurricane Madeleine 
slams into resort 


Huge tree planting program told 
to beautify east city entrance

Sometime before December 31, a large 
number of Monterey pine and acacia 
trees will be planted to screen the Grefco 
plant on Highway 246. 
And another screen of Monterey pine, 
canary island pine and jelecote will be 
planted on the last 1.200 feet of Highway 
1 — on the east side of the road — that 
leads into Highway 246 
The work must be done by December 
31. That is when the state permit to plant 
expires. 
In addition, several varieties of trees 
and shrubs will soon wrap around much 
of the Lompoc Valley Trucking Co. and 
Smith Trucking property next to Grefco. 
The mass planting program has been 
designed and proposed by Lompoc city 
staff, and the property owners have 
agreed to follow the plan, paying for it 
with their own money. 
Grefco says it expects to pay about 
$800 for the trees and shrubs, which will 
arrive in about two weeks, and the water 
lines, which should be installed next 
week. 
City planning technician Rob Northrop 


reports that the planting fronting Grefco 
will serve a dual function. 
“The pines will screen for height and 
will act as an effective distance screen, 
the acacia will buffer the physical plant 
and road from noise, visual and dust 
filtration,” he explained in a recent 
report. 
The planting along Highway 1 — which 
will be paid for by property owner Great 
Lakes Carbon - “directs a traveler’s 
sight not to the (Grefco) plant, but in­ 
stead to the absence of such 
While 
traveling the road, the eye will be 
directed along the route until the 
Highway 246 junction, then planting 
located at Ingram Park and planting 
adjacent to the Grefco property can ef­ 
fectively act to screen the plant,’ 
the 
report stated 
According to Northrop, the proposed 
planting around the two trucking com­ 
panies is designed to soften the lines of 
the pallet yard and the trucking parking 
area and to allow for “compatible 
blending of the facilities into the sur­ 
rounding landscape, with its important 
location near the city’s major east 
entrance.” 


The planting is also designed to pick up 
the lines of the Grefco planting and to 
meet them and unit with the existing 
myoporum near Laurel Avenue 
“We made a proposal and Grefco and 
Lom poc V a lley T rucking w ere 
enthusiastic about doing it. They are tak­ 
ing the proposal and doing it now at their 
own expense.” says the staff member. 
A Grefco spokesman remarked yester­ 
day, “When the city came with the 
suggestion, it’s our policy to cooperate ” 
Along with the planting. Grefco will 
also close off its east truck entrance on 
Highway 246 and reroute traffic, said the 
spokesman. 
Already Grefco has ripped out some 
old foliage on its property along 12th 
Street and replaced it with new growth 
The planting along Highway 1 and 
Highway 246 cannot begin until each tree 
and shrub site is personally approved by 
a state highway inspector. 
Northrop reported that the city applied 
for the planting permit on August 3 and 
received approval around the first of 
September. 
The Lompoc Beautification Commis­ 
sion has endorsed the project.

Carter ridiculing Ford's claims

Jimmy Carter is ridiculing President 
Ford’s claim that Eastern Europe isn’t 
under Soviet domination, and Ford’s run­ 
ning mate concedes the statement does 
present the President “a little problem 
of clarification.” 
“I thought he disgraced our country by 
claiming the East Europeans were free 
of domination 
by the Soviet Union,” 
Carter told a labor group in Salt Lake 
City. "It was a very serious blunder for 
him to say it.” 
Ford tried to repair any damage from 
the comment by stressing that his 
administration firmly opposes “foreign 
domination over any nation.” 
“In the debate I spoke America’s firm 
support for the aspirations for in­ 
dependence of the nations of Eastern 
Europe,” Ford told a Los Angeles rally. 
“The United States has never conceded 
and never will concede their domination 
by the Soviet Union ” 
Ford said he favors using "every 
peaceful means to assist countries in 
Eastern Europe in their efforts to 
become less dependent on the Soviet 
Union and to establish closer ties with 
the West ’” 
Sen 
Robert Dole, the GOP vice 
presidential candidate, told reporters in 
Detroit that Carter will try to “stoke the 
fires” over Ford’s Eastern European 


comment. 
“I think he does have a little problem 
of clarification,” Dole said of Ford.

A spokesman for the meteorological 
department said the storm was weaken­ 
ing as it moved over the Sierra Madre 
mountains into the interior of Mexico.

The storm spawned by the hurricane 
extended across the waist of Mexico to 
the Atlantic coast. Uninterrupted rains 
started falling on Mexico City Wednes­ 
day night and the airport was closed to 
small craft. 
Madeleine, on a zig-zagging course, 
bypassed Mexico’s main tourist resort. 
Acapulco, where emergency measures 
had been taken and troops put on the 
alert. Flooding was reported in some low 
lying areas of Acapulco and com and 
bean crops in the interior suffered heavy 
damage 
Madeleine hit land just one week after 
Hurricane Liza ripped into the penin 
sular state of Baja California, causing at 
least 650 and possibly 1,000 deaths. Most 
of the victims were swept out to sea or 
buried in mud when an earthen dam 
collapsed 
There are two large dams in the Ixtapa 
area, but a water resources board 
spokesman said they were not at 
capacity levels and there was no im­ 
mediate danger from them 
There were no immediate reports of 
landslides from the area

day walkout by 170,000 workers is to be 
held this weekend Results are expected 
Tuesday. 
The 25,000 skilled tradesm en, a 
minority that has voiced anger over 
several provisions of the tentative agree­ 
ment, vote separately. 
The 
toolmakers, 
el ec t ri c ia ns , 
millwrights and equipment repairmen 
make premium money and have a possi­ 
ble veto power over any agreement. 
They have complained their pay is not 
far enough above that of production 
workers The new contract calls for a 25- 
cent an hour premium for the skilled 
tradesmen atop the 3 per cent first year 
wage increase, plus 20 cents, all workers 
will receive. 
“If the skilled tradesmen don’t ratify 
the agreement, then the strike con­ 
tinues." UAW President Leonard Wood­ 
cock said.

County property taxpayers 
aren’t aware of it yet, but in ad­ 
dition to their other woes 
brought on by drastic hikes in 
assessed valuation they are be­ 
ing called on this year to make 
up for a “deficit” of $568,000 in 
the homeowner exemption 
program. 
County 
Auditor-Controller 
William L. Parsons termed it 
“ironic” that “benefits to the 
taxpayer under the program 
are being diluted” as assessed 
valuations on large numbers of 
county properties rise 100 per 
cent and more. 
Parsons’ office is putting in a 
claim this year with the state 
controller’s office of $9,103,000 
for losses sustained by the 
county under the exemption 
plan granting a flat $1,750 as­ 
sessed value reduction for resi­ 
dent homeowners. 
Last year, the payments 
reached $9,671,000, he said. 
The $568.000 loss affects not 
only the county government, 
but also city governments, 
school and special districts. 
The county government’s tax 
levy borne by property owners 
this year went up 5.8 per cent 
largely due to assessed valua­ 
tion boosts, the equivalent of an 
increase of $1,490,000. 
This was in contrast with a 
reduction of 34 cents per $100 
assessed valuation in the county 
government tax rate for the 
1976-’77 fiscal year. 
Boosting of the total tax levy 
to county taxpayers was due in 
part to the reduction of the 
homeowner exemption claim of 
the county government, which 
found itself in arrears to the 
tune of $220,000 this year. 
Parsons has informed State 
Controller Kenneth Cory of 
“this ironic shift of the tax 
burden from the state ot local 
taxpayers,” indicating it is 
another argument in favor of aQ 
increase in the homeowner tax 
exemption. 
“We’d like to see them raise 
it to $5,000.” said Parsons. He 
pointed out the Board of Super­ 
visors and many other agencies 
have called on legislators to 
support an increase. 
The issue would have arisen 
at any special session of the 
Legislature this year, Parsons 
asserted 


order. 
Asked what the effect of the 
setting up of such a new service 
area — without aid of city tax­ 
payers — would be on county 
taxpayers, County Auditor- 
Controller William L. Parsons 
stressed that he did not want to 
prejudge the situation at this 
time. But he acknowledged that 
under such an arrangement 
“the inevitable result” would 
be a major tax shift from cities 
to the county property owners 
with 
p a t r o l 
s e r v i c e s 
presumably remaining at their 
present levels unless those in 
zones that would be set up ap­ 
proved even higher taxes to get 
higher levels of service as felt 
needed. 
Parson said in a statement to 
LAFCO he felt that “it would 
seem appropriate to examine 
all services before drawing 
final concessions,” addressing 
the issue of property tax in­ 
equities between city and 
county jurisdiction. 
The sheriff’s patrol services 
is “only one of many areas 
where inequities occur,” he 
declared. 
By examining the ratio of 
people-related services being 
rendered in incorporated vs. un­ 
incorporated areas of the 
county, examples of other in­ 
equities can be readily found, 
he showed. 
"Approximately 51 per cent 
of the county’s population is 
located within the city limits, 
whereas only 47 per cent of the 
county’s assessed valuation is 


in incorporated areas,” he said. 
He added: 
“This disparity will increase 
with next year’s reassessment 
of the Goleta Valley. It is 
probable that far more than 47 
per cent of the local share of 
welfare and other people- 
related expenditures are for 
city residents. 
“Another significant inequity 
is in the distribution of sales 
tax. Far more than half of the 
local sales tax is distributed to 
cities by the State Board of 
Equalization since the distribu­ 
tion is based on point of sale and 
not on relative population 
between the incorporated and 
unincorporated areas.” 
Parsons told LAFCO that if it 
wished to examine such tax in­ 
equities, his office would be 
available on order of the Board 
of Supervisors. 
But LAFCO, at the prodding 
of Santa Barbara Mayor David 
Shiftman and with Lompoc 
Major Eugene Stevens and 
alternate public member Carol 
Nash, of Lompoc Valley, voting 
affirmatively, decided to pass 
the steaming hot potato on to 
the county supervisors without 
delay.

Goldberg argues for pay 
hike for federal judges 
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WASHINGTON (UPI) - For­ 
m er Supreme Court Justice 
Arthur Goldberg today told the 
U.S. Court of C laim s that 
federal judges are entitled to a 
big cost of living raise to 
preserve the independence of 
the nation's judiciary. 
Goldberg said the fram ers of 
the Constitution inserted a 
prohibition against reducing 
compensation of judges while in 
office in order to create what 
was at the time a unique thing 
— an independent judiciary. 
The court took the case under 
advisement after hearing the 
arguments from Goldberg on 
behalf of 140 federal judges who 
have joined in a lawsuit seeking 
a 34 5 per cent retroactive pay 
raise due to inflation. The 
Justice D epartm ent argued 
against Goldberg today. 
“Today it isn’t very rich to 
get $42,000“ when judges have 
to pay federal, state and city in­ 
come taxes, said Goldberg, who 
is also a former labor secretary 
and U N ambassador. 
He charged that Congress had 
violated a constitutional man­ 
date by using a “one-house 
veto" to reject pay raises sub­ 
mitted by President Ford while 


inflation has reduced real 
judicial incomes in the past six 
years. 
Assistant Attorney General 
Rex E Lee, head of the Justice 
D epartm ent’s civil division, 
said fram ers of the Constitution 
lived in an inflationary time but 
specifically referred to salary 
levels — and not value of the 


dollar. 
Lee also argued that the Con­ 
stitution left judicial salaries to 
the discretion of Congress. 
Lee argued that in the long 
run the judicial independence 
itself would suffer if the judges 
took the decisions about their 
own salaries into their own 
hands.

Hughes' media plan

plans by the late billionaire 
Howard Hughes to control the 
co m m u n icatio n s m edia in 
Nevada so has to have a voice in 
any law e n a c te d by th e 
legislature.

D C , 
to try to convince Reynolds to 
sell his Nevada media holdings 
to Hughes for $21-22 million 
Greenspun. 
characterizing 
Reynolds as “ the media baron 
of Nevada.” said the deal fell 
through when Reynolds in­ 
creased the asking price to $31 
million. 
Greenspun denied a state­ 
ment by Maheu in a written 
memo that Hughes would also 
be able to control Greenspun's 
Las Vegas Sun if the billionaire

Reynolds. Maheu's statement 
was a “ total m isrep resen ­ 
tation.”

C arter’s glee was ill-con­ 
cealed as he repeatedly at­ 
tacked Ford’s statement that 
Russia does not dominate the 
countries of Eastern Europe. 
Carter called Ford’s comments 
“ ridiculous” and said the Presi­ 
dent was “ insensitive” to 
Americans with relatives be­ 
hind the Iron Curtain. 
C arter’s strong conviction 
that he won the second debate 
was coupled with a confidence 
in his campaign that he is on a 
strong upward swing after two 
weeks of general m alaise 
following the first debate and 
his c o n tro v ersial sex and 
r el i g i on

FEA bias 
charged by 
consumers 
WASHINGTON (UPI) - Con­ 
sumers Union says the Federal 
Energy 
Administration 
has 
shown an apparent bias in favor 
of the oil industry and should 
name a special independent 
counsel to represent the public 
when considering illegal oil 
refinery overcharges. 


The private, nonprofit organi­ 
zation says at least $1.3 billion 
in consumer price increases 
could be at stake It says oil in­ 
dustry efforts to retain the ex­ 
cess charges may go unchal­ 
lenged if the FEA does not 
provide a public counsel at its 
own expense 


Some excess charges already 
may have been passed on to 
consumers, while refiners have 
“ banked” the rest to be passed 
on as later price increases. Con­ 
sumers Union said Thursday. 


It said the $1.3 billion figure 
listed by the FEA might repre­ 
sent only a fraction of the ul­ 
timate total overcharge. 


Consumers Union also chal­ 
lenged FEA predictions that 
large numbers of refiners 
might qualify for forgiveness. 
Under precedents established 
by past agency rulings, it said, 
“ it is highly doubtful that the 
refiners are entitled to the 
proposed (rules) exceptions.” 


The protests, presented to the 
FEA in a 17-page formal 
request and a three-page letter, 
were prompted by an agency 
announcem ent Aug, 9 that 
many oil refiners may have un­ 
intentionally charged too much 
because of unclear government 
regulations. 


Consumers Union criticized 
the agency's proposal to grant 
refiners blanket permission to 
keep the overcharges 


Israel's offer to talk 
adds momentum to peace 


UNITED NATIONS (UPI) - 
Israel’s offer to participate in 
new Geneva talks adds to the 
momentum for an overall Mid­ 
dle East peace settlement next 
year. 
Secretary of State Henry Kis­ 
singer said last week his step- 
by-step strategy was no longer 
appropriate and the time was 
ripe for a “comprehensive 
solution.” Days later, the 
Soviet Union, which cochairs 
the Geneva talks with the 
United States, called for an ear­ 
ly resumption of the parley. 
On Wednesday — the third an­ 
niversary of the 1973 Middle 
East War — Egyptian Presi­ 
dent Anwar Sadat said 1977 
should be the year for “an 
overall settlement.” 
The Israeli offer was present- 


ed to the U.N. General As­ 
sembly Thursday by Foreign 
Minister Yigal Allon. 
“We are ready to take part in 
a reconvened Geneva peace 
conference, in its original com­ 
position, at any mutually accep­ 
table time,” Allon said. 
Ambassador Jamil Baroody 
of Saudi Arabia immediately 
claimed the right to reply to 
Allon’s proposal but was not ex­ 
pected to speak until the conclu­ 
sion of today’s scheduled 
speeches. 
The Palestine Liberation Or­ 
ganization was not seated at the 
initial talks in late 1973-early 
1974, but the Geneva rules 
stipulate that participation is 
open to negotiation. 
Israel has refused to recog­ 
nize the PLO, which the United 


Nations has voted should be 
given a voice in any Middle 
East peace efforts. 
Allon told the General 
Assembly Israel was ready to 
negotiate a “fair compromise” 
at Geneva or by other means. 
He said the Jewish state 
would insist on secure borders, 
but would satisfy “genuine” 
Arab interests and work toward 
“a just and constructive solu­ 
tion to the problem of Palesti­ 
nian Arab identity.” 
The foreign minister also said 
that even before a peace settle­ 
ment was reached, Israel was 
prepared to negotiate arms 
ceiling with its Arab neighbors 


Japan, U.S. reach no accord 
in civil air agreement talks 


TOKYO (UPI) - Japan and 
the United States today con­ 
cluded the first round of talks 
on a revision of their civil air 
agreement without reaching 
any definite accord on any 
major issues confronting the 
two countries. 
The session had been under 
way in Tokyo since last Monday 
with Japan demanding a revi­ 
sion of the existing accord, 
originally concluded in 1952. 
The Japanese described it as 
overwhelmingly in the United 
states, favor. 
The United States came to 
the meeting in hopes that Japan 
would allow a subsidiary of 


Continential Air Lines to in­ 
augurate regular flights 
between Saipan and Japan and 
beyond. 
All the major issues which 
came up at the session were left 
unsolved until the next meeting, 
which is likely to be held in 
Washington next year, ac­ 
cording to Shinichiro Asao, 
councillor of the Foreign 
Ministry. 
Commenting on the negotia­ 
tions, Asao told a news con­ 
ference that “At least it was of 
use in that we were given the 
opportunity to state our 
position’’ to the United 
States.

course 


MCLEAN, Va. (U PI) - A 
silver and black helium balloon 
carrying Edward Yost is “ right 
on course" near the midway 
point in what could be the first 
crossing of the Atlantic Ocean 
in a balloon. 
"It’s gone off perfectly so 
far," said an associate of the 57- 
year-old Yost, who designs and 
manufactures hot air balloons 
in his Sioux Falls, S.D., factory. 
“ He’s right on the course he 
projected." 
Yost’s last reported location 
was about 500 miles east- 
southeast of the southern tip of 
Greenland Thursday evening. 
His stateside crew expected 
another report today when he 
hits the halfway mark, which is 
about 1,500 miles into his 
journey. 
“ We haven’t had any contact 
lately, but we just found out he 
is in contact with Shanwick 
Radio in Ireland,” the as­ 
sociate, Dick Keuser, said to­ 
day. 
Keuser said Yost is still ex­ 
periencing good weather on his 
solo flight. His northerly course 
at about 6,000 feet was 
specifically chosen to avoid 
normal thunderstorm activity 
further south at this time of 
year. 
Keuser said the last time 
Yost reported in, he said he’d 
been “ looking at a lot of water" 
and was experiencing no 
problems. 
“ He had this thing so well 
planned, you wouldn’t believe 
it,” said Keuser. “ The thing 
practically flies itself." 
The two-ton balloon is made 
of nylon fabric with a urethane 
coating that seals in the helium. 
The gondola is a modified 
catamaran-type boat — com­ 
plete with sails — that would 
float if Yost was forced into the 
sea. 
Keuser said if the balloon dip­ 
ped below the 3,500-foot level, it 
would automatically drop a 
ballast to force itself up again 
and a horn would go off to warn 
Yost if he is sleeping. 
Yost, a former Air Force 
pilot, is considered one of the 
most skilled balloon pilots in 
the country Besides his contact 
posts in M cLean and at 
Heathrow Airport in England, 
he is keeping touch with flight 
monitors with the help of a 
TWA pilot, Harry Repak, 36, of 
Ridgefield, Conn., who is mak­ 
ing two transatlantic flights 
daily. 
If all goes well, Yost will land 
somewhere in Europe early 
next week.

Viking 2 wrestles 
rocks again tonight 


PASADENA, Calif. (U PI) - 
Viking 2 returns to wrestling 
stubborn Martian rocks tonight. 
The robot explorer lost the 
first round to a nine-inch rock, 
puzzling — and intniguing — 
scientists at the Jet Propulsion 
Laboratory. 
In the weak gravity of Mars, 
only a third as strong as 
Earth’s, the spacecraft’s ex­ 
tendable boom arm should be 
able to move about 100 pounds, 
but it could not budge the little 
rock. 
Among the possible explana­ 
tions: Maybe the antagonist 
was not a little rock after all, 
but the tip of a buried boulder, 
raising the possibility that the 
Martian surface is not what 
scientists at first thought. 
Scientists picked another 
rock for the boom to shove 
tonight. 
The rock itself is unimpor­ 
tant. 
Scientists want to move it so 
the boom arm can scoop up a 
soil sample from beneath it for 
analysis. The dirt there pre­ 
sumably has been shielded by 


the rock for millions of years 
from the destructive rays of the 
sun that penetrate the thin Mar­ 
tian atmosphere. 
The protection of the shade 
might increase the chances of 
the soil harboring organic 
chemical elements, so far un­ 
detected on Mars. Without such 
elements the chances are slim 
to nonexistent that Mars has, or 
ever had, any form of life, even 
the crudest. 


Viking’s inability to move the 
first rock intrigued scientists 
into theorizing that perhaps 
they erred in seeing the Mar­ 
tian surface as topsoil littered 
with rocks. Perhaps it is a 
crust, with the tips of boulders 
poking through, according to 
Dr. Poulim Priestly, chief of in­ 
organic chemistry and X-ray 
experiments. 


Since a broken crust would 
not hold rocks in place for eons 
as topsoil would, there would be 
“ protected soil" beneath

WASHINGTON (U PI) - The 
Drug Enforcement Administra­ 
tion says it has arrested 
members of 49 distribution 
networks for Mexican brown 
heroin in this country, but 
would not claim it has put any 
of the rings out of business. 
DEA agents by late Thursday 
had arrested 255 suspects in a 
crackdown on major traffickers 
and the arrests were continuing 
with another 170 arrest targets 
on their list, a spokesman said. 
But DEA administrator Peter 
B. Bensinger said in a news 
conference that putting the 
heroin rings out of business will 
depend on how soon the 
suspects are freed on bond as 
well as the length of ultimate 
sentences. 
He noted the Senate last Fri­ 
day adopted a resolution by 
Sens. Charles H. Percy, R-Ill., 
and Sam Nunn, D-Ga., urging 
federal magistrates and judges 
to keep this in mind in setting 
bail for accused traffickers. 
Bensinger also said the 
arrests may not cause an im­ 
mediate heroin shortage, but he 
believes followup investiga­ 
tions will have “ an impact” in 
making heroin scarcer, more 
expensive and available only in 
weakened form. 
Heroin users may have to 
seek other drugs, Bensinger 
said. Depending on unemploy­ 
ment levels, police activity and 
other factors, this could mean 
reduced crime, less addiction 
and fewer deaths from over­ 
doses, he said. 
Brown heroin itself has 
become a widely used substi­ 


tute for the traditional white 
heroin from Europe which is 
now in short supply. 
The mass arrests, called 
“ Phase 3" of a four-phase in­ 
vestigation begun last May 1, 
were triggered by the unsealing 
of federal indictments in six 
cities against 110 persons late 
Wednesday, Bensinger said. 
The cities were Detroit; 
Chicago; San Antonio, Tex.; 
Phoenix, Ariz.; Los Angeles 
and San Diego, Calif. — “ target 
cities" in which about half of all 
seizures have been made since 
May 1. 
Earlier phases in the DEA 
program brought about 1,300

Advisory 
member 
to quit 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) - The 
sole public member of the Milk 
Advisory Board says she will 
leave the post at the end of her 
term in December due to lack 
of cooperation from the Brown 
administration and industry 
members of the board. 
Barbara Erickson, a Sac­ 
ramento home economist, 
Thursday said the administra­ 
tion's effort to place public 
members on agricultural mar­ 
keting boards is a “ public rela­ 
tions gimmick that is deceiving 
both farmers and consumers." 
Mrs 
Erickson, who an­ 
nounced she will not accept 
reappointment to the board, 
said in a news release: 
“ I was appointed to help open 
communications between dairy 
farmers and consumers but in­ 
stead I have been used as a 
token The management of the 
board is hostile to the whole 
concept of public members and 
Agriculture Director Tim Wal­ 
lace has not provided the sup­ 
port necessary for me to func­ 
tion effectively as a public 
member." 
The milk advisory board, with 
a $10 million budget, consists of 
24 industry members and one 
public member. It advises the 
food and agriculture director 
primarily on operating the 
industry-financed program for 
promoting the use of milk. 
Mrs Erickson said the Food 
and Agriculture Department 
has failed to remedy some 
serious problems which prevent 
“ constructive public input on 
advisory boards." 


She said the problems includ­ 
ed the “ highly-influential" ex­ 
ecutive subcommittee meeting 
without notice of meeting date 
or agenda as required by law, 
and the distribution of budget 
and program materials the day 
on which a decision is neces­ 
sary, leaving no time for 
analysis. 


She also said she received no 
legal counsel, research or in­ 
vestigative resources to help 
her respond to staff proposals 
or to make new proposals.

WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
Nearly five million low income 
children needing and legally en­ 
titled to medical help were 
denied it last year because of 
federal M e d i c a i d mis­ 
management, according to a 
House subcommittee report. 
It was the second time in re­ 
cent weeks a congressional pan­ 
el has charged the Department 
of Health, Education and 
Welfare with mismnagement in 
the $16 billion-a-year federal- 
state program of medical care 
for the needy. 
The charges, from both 
Democrats and Republicans, 
generally have gone unchal­ 
lenged by the administration. 


The new report by a House 
oversight and investigations 
subcommittee said about 12.9 
million needy children under 21 
were eligible for medical ex­ 
aminations and treatment in 
1975, under a law that was to 
have taken effect in 1969. 


But 10.9 million of the eligible 
children were left unexamined 
and untreated, the report said. 
“ The subcommittee finds 
that mismanagement by HEW 
of this program has caused un­ 
necessary crippling, retarda­ 
tion. or even death of thousands 
of children," subcommittee 
chairman John Moss, D-Calif., 
said in a letter to the House 
Commerce Committee. 
The 


subcommittee report was ap­ 
proved by a 10-1 vote with only 
Rep. James Collins, R-Tex., 
dissenting. 
Under the law, routine 
Medicaid health examinations 
for poor children up to age 21 
and treatment where necessary 
were to begin July 1, 1969. 
But HEW was up to four 
years late in issuing regulations 
for full implementation and has 
failed to properly penalize 
states failing to meet program 
requirements, Moss said. 
Based on testimony at sub­ 
committee hearings, the report 
estimated about 1 million of the 
unscreened children would be 
diagnosed and found to need 
treatment for a perceptual 
deficiency such as a significant 
hearing defect; 650,000 would 
need treatment for eye defects; 
770,000 would have some kind of 
learning disability, and 435,000 
would need treatment for iron 
deficiency anemia. 
It said 4.9 million eligible 
children, who were not ex­ 
amined, would have been found 
to need medical treatment. 
Early detection of illnesses 
could prevent mislabeling of 
some children as retarded, or 
even save lives in some cases, 
the report said. 
“ Of particular concern is the 
lack of treatment mandated by 
the law but not being provided 
by the program," it said.

A federal court judge ruled in 
his favor in 1971, agreeing that 
his confession to the slaying had 
been coerced. He was released 
on parole, ordered tried again 
and allowed to plead "no 
defense." 
Found guilty and sentenced to 
25 to 30 years, he was given 
credit for the 14 years already 
served, and with time off for 
good behavior was released im­ 
mediately. 
He has lived in the San Diego 
area since August, 1974, au­ 
thorities said, and was released 
from parole last December. He 
reportedly has been unem­ 
ployed for several months. 
He was charged with assault 
with intent to commit murder, 
attempted murder and kidnap­ 
ing for the purpose of robbery 
with bodily harm, which carries 
a penalty of life imprisonment 
without parole.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - At 
the clim ax of 18 years in 
Congress, Rep. Thomas N. 
Downing, D-Va., is starting 
something he cannot finish. 
With three months left before 
retirement, he is opening an in­ 
vestigation into the assassina­ 
tion of John F. Kennedy. 
K en n ed y ’s 
m u rd e r has 
become almost an obsession 
with the 57-year-old Downing, 
who himself sounds surprised 
that a soft-spoken, low-profile 
conservative would get so in­ 
volved. 
“ I don’t normally cater to the 
bizarre and the sensational,” he 
says. “That’s not my lifestyle.” 
On Thursday, Downing over­ 
saw th e s w e a rin g in of 
Philadelphia prosecutor Rich­ 
ard A. Sprague as counsel of the 
newly created House Select 
Committee on Assassinations, 
which Downing will chair until 
he leaves in January. 
He only hopes the committee 
achieves enough to convince the 
House to reconstitute it next 
year. 
For nearly two years, Down­ 
ing buttonholed House leaders 
to consider a special congres­ 
sional investigation. When he 
still could not get action, he 
joined forces with blacks in 
Congress who, at the request of 
Martin Luther King’s widow, 
wanted the King slaying reope­ 
ned. 
Sprague says the committee 
will look into both, but Downing 
is chiefly interested in the Ken­ 
nedy matter. 
He says he always had been 
troubled by the Warren Com­ 
mission’s conclusion that Lee 
Harvey Oswald fired three 
shots in six seconds from a 
clumsy rifle. 
“I couldn’t have been that ac­ 
curate if I’d had half an hour,” 
says Downing, a World War II 
combat veteran. 
Then in the spring of 1975, his 


son called him from law school. 
He had just seen an am ateur’s 
movie of the Kennedy killing; 
to some, it made the single- 
killer theory unacceptable. 
Would Downing take a lode? 
Downing did, and introduced 
his resolution for a new in­ 
vestigation. At once, he says, he 
was bombarded with mail from 
assa ssin a tio n stu d e n ts — 
“ some kooks, some sound.” 
The congressman and two staff 


members spent an increasing 
amount of time reading about 
the Dallas murder. 
“I found lots of inconsisten­ 
cies that piqued my interest,” 
he says. 
He offers no assassination 
theory of his own — “except the 
strong belief that Oswald did 
not by himself kill President 
Kennedy.” 
But, he says, “I hope and 
pray that this (investigation)

Braves host tough Chargers 


The players say: 


Conq practice 
was a toughie 


By SCOTT OSTLER 
What kind of practice would prompt 
eight to 12 supposedly in-shape high 
school football players to suddenly quit 
the team in mid-season? 
According to the stories of people in­ 
volved in the Cabrillo Conqs’ practice 
sessions last Monday, which resulted in 
several ballplayers quitting the team, 
here’s how it went: 
During fourth period, norm ally 
reserved on Monday for going over the 
next opponent’s scouting report, the 
players suited up in full gear and had a 
full-bore, full-contact scrimmage. The 
workout ran well into the players’ lunch 
time. 
The after-school practice that day was 
approximately three hours long, about 
average. The workout started with about 
10110-yard sprints, usually run at the end 
of practice. Then came a strenuous 
tackling drill, and when that didn’t go 
well, it was back to the sprints. In all, the 
players were asked to run some 60 of the 
110-yarders. 
According to one player, "four or five 
guys walked out’’ at various times dur­ 
ing the practice. A couple players never 
made it to practice, did not contact the 
coaches with an excuse, and thus were 
considered to have quit. Some quit 
before practice. There apparently was 
no organized or pre-planned walkout. 
The players quit as individuals. 
As to the actions of the coaches during 
the Monday practices, the stories differ 
depending upon which group of players is 
telling the story — the ones who quit or 
the ones who stayed. 
(The Record contacted several 
players, and attempted to contact all the 
players who quit. Some of the players 
were not available and some requested 
that their names not be used. At least 
one player’s family declined to com­ 
ment, citing fear of repercussions at 
school.) 
Some of those who quit said that, on 
more than one occasion, players were 
hit on the helmet "really hard,’’ or 
kicked Monday. One player who stayed 
said there was no real hitting or kicking, 
but that "some of the players would just 
lay on the ground and not get up, and 
they (the coaches) would pick them up.’’ 
Among the players who quit, com­ 
ments varried from "I’m sorry that I 
quit; I realize that I shouldn’t have,’’ to 
"I think high school football at Cabrillo 
isn’t a game anymore.’’ 


More than one of the players who quit 
cited instances of the members of the 
coaching staff "losing their poise,’’ a 
charge that had been leveled against the 


players by Conq coach Ed Knowles after 
Friday’s 36-6 loss to San Marocs. 
Knowles said that three players who 
were mentioned in last night’s Record as 
"no longer in the (starting) lineup,’’ had 
not quit, but were merely injured. TTie 
three were Ken Clayton, Jim Halucka 
and Gary Dempsey. Knowles still would 
not disclose the names of those who had 
quit. 
Knowles also claims he was misquoted 
in yesterday’s Santa Barbara News- 
Press. The story indirectly quoted 
Knowles as saying the door was still 
open for the players to return to the 
team. Not so, says Knowles. 
At least one player, star running back 
Ron Carney, claims he didn’t quit, but 
was kicked off the team. 
Carney missed last Saturday’s prac­ 
tice, and was not at school the first three 
days this week, because of a dental 
problem. Bob Wiener, Cabrillo ad­ 
ministrative dean, called Carney Tues­ 
day at about 1 p.m. and asked Carney if 
he were still interested in being a 
member of the team. Carney said that he 
definitely was. 
Carney claims that he assumed Wiener 
was calling in behalf of the team 
coaches, or at least that the phone con­ 
versation would be relayed to the 
coaches. 
But Wiener was not calling in behalf of 
the coaching staff, and Carney’s mes­ 
sage was not directly relayed to the 
coaching staff. 
When Carney showed up at school 
yesterday, Knowles told him to turn in 
his uniform. 
Knowles explained thaf Carney had 
clearly violated a team rule by not 
directly and immediately informing the 
coaching staff as to why he missed the 
four days of practice. Knowles said 
Carney had missed previous Saturday 
workouts, and had been warned. 
Team rules, which are signed by each 
team member at the start of the season, 
stipulate that coaches are to be informed 
immediately as to a player’s reason for 
missing a practice.

PHILADELPHIA (UPI) - It’s playoff 
tim e, or togetherness tim e, when 
everybody is supposed to be part of one 
big happy family, only it really isn’t that 
way at all either here or in Kansas City.

CINCINNATI (UPI) — The world champion Cincinnati Reds 
flew to Philadelphia today for a late afternoon workout— their 
final tune-up before opening the National League playoffs against 
the Phillies Saturday night. 
The Reds are slight Dlavoff favorites for two reasons—lots of 
postseason experience and team speed. 
Cincinnati is in the playoffs for the fifth time in the last seven 
years. This is Philadelphia’s first postseason play since way back 
in 1950. 
“Speed” has become the overworked word in the preplayott 
publicity barrage, but with good reason—it is the Reds’ main battle 
plan. 
And a glance at base stealing statistics in the 12 Reds-Phils duels 
this year shows why. 
Cincinnati was successful in 14 of 18 steals, while the Phils tried 
to swipe only four bases and were thrown out twice. 
By positions, the Reds-Phils confrontation produces some in­ 
teresting matchups: 
Catching — Cincy’s Johnny Bench has been a disappointing hit­ 
ter, but he still is to be feared defensively and won’t permit the 
Phils to run the way the Reds do. Phils’ regular catcher Bob Boone 
may find it hard to throw out the Cincy speedsters. Veteran 
Tim McCarver, whose arm is not as good as Boone’s, will catch 
when Steve Carlton pitches and the Reds hope to run him ragged. 
Pitching—Philly appears to have the edge in starters with 
Carlton (20-7) and Jim Lonborg (18-10) and although Ozark boasts 
about his bullpen, the Reds seem to have better relievers. 
Infield — Close defensively. Reds have Gold Glove doubleplay 
combo in Morgan and Davey Concepcion. While Phils’ Davey Cash 
and Bowa also are good defensively, the duo give away a lot of bat­ 
ting points to Morgan-Concepcion.

NEW YORK - (NEA) - 
Whether voters elect to “em­ 
bark on great national deeds" 
with Jimmy Carter this fall or 
to join Jerry Ford’s “march 
to full economic recovery and 
a better quality of life for all 
Americans,” one thing is cer­ 
tain: The ghostwriters who 
E 
roduced those phrases will 
e whispering enticing words 
into the voter’s ear all the way 
to the polls. 
In the next few weeks hun­ 
dreds of politicans will deliver 
thousands of speeches to 
millions of voters. Since the 
ingredients of these speeches 
are words, words are in great 
demand. And the writer who 
is capable of grinding out 
masterly campaign oratory is 
in great demand, too. 
No matter what candidate 
you listen to, chances are his 
words were carefully put 
together by ghostwriters, the 
exnewspaperman, the public 
relations flack or the adver­ 
tising copywriter who can 
mint history-makers like “the 
only thing we have to fear is 
If” 
......................... 
fear itself” and “ask not what 
your country can do for you — 
ask what you can do for your 
country,” will do himself and 
his boss proud. 
N ever mind where the 
wordsmith “found” all those 
confidence-inspiring and 
elegant-sounding phrases. As 
long as they project an image 
of a candidate who is wise, 
witty, affable, trustworthy, 
sure-footed, urbane and un­ 
derstanding, one who is 
knowledgeable in the affairs 
of man and God, the political 
ghost is doing his job. 
But perhaps the cynicism of 
the age is overtaking the 
ghostwriter. For not only has 
the public come to doubt the 
B 
liUcan’s word, but also has 
gun to doubt that his words 
are his own. Perhaps by 
creating the multiple-choice- 
personality candidate, wired 
together with memorable 
metaphor, acute alliteration 
and sagacious simile, they 
have encouraged public 
cynicism . P erhaps these 
supers who lurk behind the 
seats of power have made 
their masters too credible, too 
congenial, too mister-know-it- 
alls for human belief. Perhaps 
not only the cynics are cynical 


when the chief ghostwriter 
who puts words into the 
evangelical Mr. C arter’s 
mouth is the same writer who 
w rote 
“The P re s id e n t’s 
Mistress,” a book the New 
York Times called a "racy 
novel about sex in the White 
House ” 
Walter Lippman’s indict­ 
ment of tongue-tied politicans 
still haunts Washington’s cor­ 
ridors of power. “Those who 
c a n n o t 
sp eak 
fo r 
themselves,” he asserted, 
“are, with very rare excep­ 
tions, not very sure of what 
they are doing and of what 
they mean.” 
Political ghostwriting is as 
old as the Republic. Although 
G eorge W ashington and 
Abraham Lincoln both wrote 
many of their speeches, both 
used ghosts — sometimes un­ 
witting ones. 
Washington’s Farewell Ad­ 
dress was drafted by James 
Madison and polished by Alex­ 
ander Hamilton, a writer who 
used the pen nam es of 
“Caesar" and "Publius." This 
deed was considered so 
dastardly that its perpetrators 
kept it secret lest its common 
knowledge shock the citizenry 
to riot 
Abraham Lincoln’s most 
memorable speech was given 
Nov 19, 1863, in Gettysburg, 
Pa. "Fourscore and seven 
years ago our fathers brought 
forth upon this continent a 
new nation . . " is familiar 
territory to every schoolchild. 
Later it was discovered that 


in 1850 one Robert Toombs of 
Georgia had begun a speech 
with the words: “Sixty years 
ago our fa th e rs joined 
together to form a more 
perfect Union and to establish 
justice . . . . We have not met 
to put that government on 
trial. . . . ” 
In 1858, a Boston clergyman 
named Parker made his con­ 
tribution to the Gettysburg 
Address — five years before 
Lincoln delivered it. In a lec­ 
ture on slavery (which Mr. 
Lincoln had read and an­ 
notated), 
the 
Rev. 
Mr. 
Parker 
asserted: 
“Demo­ 
cracy 
is 
direct 
self- 
government, over all the peo­ 
ple, for all the people, by all 
the people.” 
F ra n k lin 
R o o se v e lt’s 
celebrated “the only thing we 
have to fear is fear itself" 
becomes less frightening 
when we know that the phrase 
w as 
p lu ck ed 
from 
a 
newspaper advertisement by 
one of FDR’s ghosts and tack­ 
ed onto the beginning of the 
President’s first Inaugural 
Address. 
In 1884, Oliver Wendell 
Holmes told an audience in 
Keene, N.H., that “It is now 
the moment when by common 
consent we pause . . . to 
recall what our country has 
done for us, and to ask 
ourselves what we can do for 
our country in return.” That 
moment passed 
unnoticed, 
until one of John Kennedy’s 
speechwriters was searching 
for suitable material for the 


President’s Inaugural Ad­ 
dress in 1961. Recast, that 
p h rase now ap p ears as 
K ennedy’s own, arched 
around the slain leader’s 
colored portrait on ashtrays 
and coffee mugs. 
During the spring of 1968, as 
Robert Kennedy went about 
the country seeking his par­ 
ty’s presidential nomination, 
he often dreamed of things 
that never were, and asked, 
“Why not?” The words were 
from a play by George Ber­ 
nard Shaw, written years 
before Kennedy was born. But 
so cleverly did the senator’s 
speechw riters weave Mr. 
Shaw into the speech that, in 
time, the words became the 
senator’s own. Today, they 
are a staple of souvenir-shop 
Kennedyanna. 
In his acceptance speech to 
the Republican National 
Convention in Kansas City, 
President Ford closed the ad­ 
dress his six ghostwriters had 
labored over for six weeks by 
promising “ to do what is 
right, as God gives me to see 
the right. . . .” 
Mr. Ford’s words had a 
familiar ring about them. And 
well they should. They were 
spoken by another Republican 
president, 111 years ago. 
“With malice toward none; 
with charity for all; with 
firmness in the right, as God 
gives us to see the right,” that 
President intoned on his se­ 
cond Inaugural Day. 
Those words were Abraham 
Lincoln’s. Or were they?

Sevareid fights ‘gloom-doom’ image

A County Service 


Area? Yes! 


At this w eek’s council 
meeting, the action was taken 
to place the Citv of Lompoc in 
what is known as a County Ser­ 
vice Area relative to sheriff 
patrol and protection. We 
would now urge the Board of 
Supervisors to establish such 
areas within the county. 
To this point in time, the 
residents of cities such as 
Santa Barbara and Lompoc 
have been taxed for both 
police protection within the 
city and for sheriff protection 
outside the city for which they 
have little or no use. The es­ 
tablishment of a County Ser­ 
vice Area would place the tax 
burden for sheriff patrol on 
those who benefit most — the 
county residents. 
Under the proposal, cities 


like Lompoc would be placed 
in a category of “virtually no 
benefit” and would not be tax­ 
ed for sheriff patrol protec­ 
tion. Vandenberg Village and 
Mission Hills, on the other 
hand, would pay higher taxes q r 
rj ^ ^ William F. Buckley 
than at present since their 
only police protection comes 
from the county sh eriff 
department.

Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson 
Speaker could have 
stopped nomination 


WASHINGTON — Sources close to 
Speaker Carl Albert say he could have 
been President today if he had been will­ 
ing to manipulate the congressional 
machinery. 
In discussions so secret that staff 
m e m b e rs w ere e x c lu d e d , 
som e 
Democratic colleagues urged Albert in 
1973 to hold up the con­ 
firm ation of Gerald 
Ford to be vice presi­ 
dent. This would have 
left the Speaker next 
in 
l i n e 
f o r 
t h e 
presidency. 
The 
D e m o c r a t i c 
schem ers predicted 
that the em battled 
Richard Nixon, then in 
the last ditches of his 
presidency, would be 
impeached. He was 
u n w o r t h y , 
t h e y 
argued, to select his 
own successor. 
All Albert had to do, 
they suggested, was to 
delay Ford’s confir­ 
mation and wait for Nixon to be im­ 
peached. Then under the Constitition, 
Albert could take over the White House 
and bring the Democrats to power. 
This possibility stirred deep con­ 
troversy at the secret strategy discus­ 
sions. Some argued that it would amount 
to a Democratic coup and, therefore, 
would alienate the voters. Others con­ 
tended that the Republicans had been so 
badly discredited by Watergate that a 
Democratic takeover would be best for 
the country. 
Our sources disagree over how serious 
the Democrats were about blocking Nix­ 
on’s vice presidential selection. Some 
say the idea never got beyond loose talk 
Others insist that if Albert had gone 
along, Ford’s confirmation would have 
been obstructed. 
One top Dem ocrat, privy to the 
backstage discussions, told us that 
Albert could have become President 
merely by remaining neutral. It took 
A lbert's active opposition, said our 
source, to thwart the scheme. 
All our sources agree that the Speaker 
refused to hold up Ford’s confirmation. 
During one discussion, he cited the se­ 
cond section of the 25th amendment to 
the Constitution. It states simply: 
“ Whenever there is a vacancy in the of­ 
fice of the Vice President, the President 
shall nominate a Vice President who 
shall take office upon confirmation by a 
majority vote of both houses of Congres- 
s.” 
Albert declared firmly that he did not 
intend to tam per with the constitutional 
processes, 
Nixon nominated Ford for Vice Presi­ 
dent on Oct. 12, 1973 Ten days later the 
House Judiciary Committee began an in­ 
quiry into possible impeachment charges 
against Nixon. By late November, it ap­ 
peared to leading Democrats that there 
were grounds to impeach him. 
Our sources differ over who led the 
move to delay Ford’s confirmation until 
Nixon was impeached. Some say it was 
House Majority leader Thomas "Tip’’ 
O’Neill, D-Mass. But O’Neill told us he 
supported the Speaker. 
Our sources recall that the m atter 
finally was brought up at a secret caucus 
of House Democrats. House Judiciary 
Chairman Peter Rodino, D-N.J , warned 
that any delay in the confirm ation 
process would violate the spirit of the 
25th amendment. Speaker Albert strong­ 
ly agreed So on Dec 6. 1973, Gerald 
Ford was confirmed. 
Footnote: The Speaker did not return 


our repeated calls. 
OLD RAMROD: Sen. Strom Thur­ 
mond. R-S.C., who comports himself like 
the last surviving Civil War general, has 
been a model of personal integrity. He 
lives scrupulously on his Senate salary. 
Even his speaking fees wind up in a loan 
fund for needy college students. 
But Old Ramrod has let his standards 
droop a bit when it came to three of his 
trusted lieutenants. Thurmond siphoned 
thousands of dollars to the trio through 
an obscure loophole in a 1964 law. 
The law was passed to prevent 
military men from collecting fat govern­ 
ment pensions at the same time that they 
received regular government paychecks 
But a loophole was chiseled in the law to 
allow the Vice President, House Speaker 
and Civil Service Commission to grant 
exemptions in “ special” and “emergen­ 
cy” cases. 
The Vice Presidents have granted only 
10 emergency waivers in the past five 
years. Of these, Thurmond wangled 
three of them. He arranged for three of 
his aides to collect retirem ent pay and 
Senate salaries at the same time. 
They are his administrative assistant 
Lou Beasley, a retired lieutenant 
colonel; military assistant K K. Cowan, 
an ex-colonel; and staff aide Emory 
Sneeden, a retired brigadier general. 
The last case is the most interesting. 
Thurmond wanted to hire Sneeden, but 
Sneeden didn’t want to work for the 
$25,000 Thurmond 
could afford to pay 
him. 
So Thurmond slipped around to see his 
fellow c o n f e d e r a t e , Sen. J a m e s 
Eastland, D-Miss., chairm an of the 
Senate Judiciary Com m ittee where 
Thurmond planned to place Sneeden 
The obliging Eastland arranged with 
Vice President Nelson Rockefeller to 
certify Thurmond’s man for an exemp­ 
tion. Eastland assured Rockefeller that 
there was a “special” and “emergency” 
need for Sneeden to work for the Senate 
Antitrust Subcommittee. 
* 
Thus, Sneeden was able to collect his 
$27,000 retirem ent pay along with his 
$25,000 Senate wages for a happy total of 
$52,000. But Sneeden, whose services 
supposedly were so urgently needed by 
Judiciary's A ntitrust subcom m ittee, 
reported for work not at the subcommit­ 
tee’s offices but at Thurmond’s Senate 
suite 
To be sure. Sneeden was placed on the 
subcommittee's payroll — and he claims 
he worked half time on subcommittee 
business — but he operated full-time out 
of Thurmond’s offices. Incidentally, he 
has had almost no antitrust experience, 
although Eastland certified his skills 
couldn't easily be found elsewhere. 


Footnote: Sneeden belatedly moved 
over to the subcommittee staff this sum­ 
mer. A Thurmond spokesman said 
neither of the other two aides would have 
been willing to work for only their Senate 
salaries

Soviet propaganda is accepted as 
stoically as rainy weather. Very few 
westerners ever stop to catch the flavor 
of it. Here is a resplendent example of it, 
issued by the Information Department, 
Embassy of the Union of Soviet Socialist 
Republics, in Washington. It is the 
Newspeak version of the Russian pilot 
who on September 6 
flew his MIG fighter to 
Japan, begged for 
asylum, asked to be 
sent to the United 
S t a t e s , 
a n d 
w a s 
received here...

All 
kinds of issues can 
arise in the relations 
between states. If the 
states involved in such 
an issue set real store 
by their relations, they 
go about the issue in a 
calm manner trying 
not to damage the in­ 
terests of any of the 
sides. An unforeseen 
concatenation of events brought about 
just that kind of issue in Soviet-Japanese 
relations a few days ago. 
On Septem ber 6. routine training 
flights were going on at a Far Eastern 
Soviet airfield. A plane piloted by air­ 
man V I Belenko lost its bearings. It 
found itself close to Japenese territory 
and with not enough fuel for a return 
flight, made an emergency landing at the 
ai rpor t in the J apa ne se town of 
Hakodate. 
The first duty of the Japanese 
authorities would seem to have been to 
make it possible for the Soviet airman to 
contact Soviet offices in Japan. The 
Japanese authorities acted otherwise. 
They put the Soviet airman in strict 
isolation, which gives grounds for believ­ 
ing that various methods were used to in­ 
fluence him. Millions of Japanese tv 
viewers saw the airman, with a sack 
pulled over his head, being moved from 
Hakodate to Tokyo, dragged by police, 
pushed by them into a car and having his 
head pressed against the seat. 
Despite the persistent appeals of the 
Soviet side, the Japanese authorities 
refused to allow them to meet Belenko 
for alm ost four days, thus grossly 
violating the provisions of the Soviet- 
Japanese consular convention, articles 
31-32, which envisage that a detained 
citizen of another state should have an 
immediate meeting arranged with that 
state’s representatives. 
On the day following the landing of the 
Soviet plane in Japan, an official White 
House spokesman said that President 
Ford had decided to grant asylum to the 
Soviet airman. This statement can only 
be described as instigative. 
Despite persistent demands from the 
Soviet side, the Japanese authorities 
avoided satisfying the request for a 
meeting of the Soviet representatives 
with the airman for several days. When 
the meeting finally did take place it was 


turned into a farce. Airman V.I. Belenko 
sat like a dummy 25-30 meters away 
from the representative of the Soviet 
Embassy in Japan, separated from him 
by a barricade of desks. He was sur­ 
rounded by policemen and Japanese of­ 
ficials. The Soviet doctor who could have 
made a professional judgment as to the 
physical condition of the airman was 
barred from the meeting. Officials of the 
Japanese foreign ministry who were pre­ 
sent in the room rudely interfered in the 
conversation and interrupted it. 
This is not the kind of meeting that 
would have made it possible to talk with 
V.I. Belenko. The two or three in­ 
coherent phrases he uttered did not bear 
out the claims of the Japanese officials 
that the airman intended to seek political 
asylum in the United States. The whole 
course of the meeting, which lasted bare­ 
ly seven minutes, including the time it 
took to interpret the phrases into 
Japanese, showed that V.I. Belenko was 
not in a normal state and was under the 


influence of narcotics or some other ef­ 
fect. Immediately after the meeting he 
was put into a plane of an American air­ 
line and sent to the U.S.A. under guard. 
This is how the Japanese authorities in 
cooperation with American special agen­ 
cies treated the Soviet airman. 


Japanese officials declare that they 
would like the affair involving the 
landing of the Soviet plane in Japan to be 
settled without detriment to Soviet- 
Japanese relations. Facts, however, 
prove otherwise. The plane has not as yet 
been returned to its owner, the Soviet 
Union. The acts of the Japanese 
authorities with regard to the Soviet 
plane and its pilot could not be qualified 
as being other than unfriendly to the 
Soviet Union, flouting elementary norms 
of international law and the practice of 
relations between states, especially 
neighboring states In acting in this way 
Japan aggravates Soviet-Japanese rela­ 
tions. their present and future.

Dividing line 


Newspaper editors have had to make 
some mighty agonizing decisions across 
the country recently in handling the 
question of how newspapers should han­ 
dle obscenity by important public of­ 
ficials without being obscene. 
Twice in a couple of weeks, editors 
have faced the problem. Once in a 
photograph of Vice 
P r e s i d e n t N e l s o n 
Rockefeller making an 
obscene hand gesture 
to hecklers. And. of 
course, just recently 
the comment or joke 
or whatever you might 
call it made by former 
S e c r e t a r y 
of 
Agriculture Earl Butz. 
As for the picture, 
there were divergent 
views by editors. The 
Albany Knickerbocker 
News in New York put 
it on the front page. 
“ E i t h e r 
we 
put 
ourselves in the posi­ 
tion of protecting the 
vice president from his own actions or 
we report it pictorially, as well as in 
text, and let the public know,” the ex­ 
ecutive editor declared “ We decided to 
let them know.” 
Not so with the New York Times. “ I 
would not normally run a picture of that 
kind of vulgarism ,” the picture editor 
stated “The fact that it was the vice 
president doesn't really change that and 
the picture was not germane to the main 
story, which was the opening of the GOP 
campaign in New York State. The pic­ 
ture simply was not consistent with our 
criteria,” 
Berry’s World 
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As for the Butz story, it was equally 
divided but we can only find one report of 
any newspaper, other than the Rolling 
Stone, that printed the remark verbatim. 
“ It was an agonizing decision.” was 
how Thomas Gerber, editor of the Con­ 
cord, N.H., Monitor, described his 
choice. “ We’re supposed to be in the in­ 
formation business and all of a sudden 
we can’t report 
what’s going on ... 
Somewhere th ere’s a dividing line 
between good taste and informing the 
public.” 
Most newspapers declared that the 
story was obscene and derogatory and 
still considered themselves a family 
newspaper. 
In President Ford’s home town. Grand 
Rapids. Michigan, the editor there said, 
“ We wrote around it. you might say we 
mumbled,” In other words, the new­ 
spaper merely said that the Butz com­ 
ment referred to sexual, dress and 
bathroom preferences of blacks. 


We opted for p ar ap hr asi ng the 
language contained in the UPI wire ser­ 
vice. We had the entire comment, but 
were given the choice by the wire ser­ 
vice. We agree with the Concord editor 
that somewhere there’s a dividing line 
between good taste and informing the 
public.

As a homeowner on the east side of 
Lompoc, I am appalled by two of the 
latest actions of the Lompoc City Coun­ 
cil. 
When I look out of my front window 
which faces Seventh Street and see the 
new city bus drive by at 40 mph with zero 
passengers, I wonder how much that ser­ 
vice is costing me and the citizens of 
Lompoc. Secondly, when I look down the 
alleys in my neighborhood, they appear 
reasonably clear and clean making me 
question the proposed garbage sharing 
plan. Looking in the clear alleyways 
around some of the nearby apartments 
which have large community garbage 
bins is an entirely different story as you 
can see by the enclosed pictures. Not 
only is the garbage bin big and ugly, but 
its users show little regard for spilled 
garbage. Needless to say the garbage 
collectors will not pick up spilled gar­ 
bage so filth abounds in the immediate 
vicinity of the garbage bins. 
Let me say that during my service at 
Vandenberg AFB in 1971, a similar gar­ 
bage experiment was tested in one of the 
housing areas. Within a month individual 
garbage collection was resumed due to 
the reasons I have previously mentioned. 
In addition to the sanitary aspects of the 
garbage sharing plan, senior citizens and 
those not able-bodied would be forced 
into getting help or risking injury in 
“sharing their garbage.”

Since returning to Lompoc nearly a 
year and a half ago, I’ve subscribed to 
the Los Angeles Times for world news 
and opinion and to your paper for the 
local scene. One should be able to as­ 
sume a fairly thorough news coverage 
under such circumstances; however, a 
neighbor depends on the Valley News of 
the Santa Barbara News-Press for his 
local coverage and seems to be staying 
ahead of me on news — at least 
regarding the Fourth District Super­ 
visor’s campaign. 


On Sept. 26, the Santa Barbara News- 
Press carried a lengthy article headlined 
“4th District Supervisor race is beginn­ 
ing to heat up.” and on Sept. 28 had 
another lengthy article titled "Lilley’s 
fund-raising efforts top Hedlund by $3 to 
$1.” Careful study of the Lompoc Record 
for the week Sept. 27-Oct. 1 shows no 
publication of the information carried in 
these two articles 


The campaign disclosure law placed 
certain legal reporting requirements on 
the candidates, and although not 
specifically included in the law, certain­ 
ly placed a moral responsibility on the 
media to keep the voters advisied as to 
who is backing whom and to what extent. 
Failure of the Lompoc Record to carry 
the information contained in the can­ 
didates' disclosure reports appears to be 
either an act of total irresponsibility or 
of poorly veiled partisanship. 


Newspapers during the last several 
years have made much of the impor­ 
tance of their role of investigative 
reporting 
The New s-Press story 
regarding the candidates' money raises 
several questions, such as the reason a 
rancher from Van Nuys would invest 
almost $500 in the race for supervisor in 
this district, and the incentive for a large 
number of investment types to be con­ 
tributors to Mr. Lilley’s campaign, along 
with groups from Southern Edison and 
General Telephone Another point well 
worth examining is Mr. Lilley’s cam­ 
paign expense for his registration drive 
Does he pay his people by the hour or by 
the head? 


Certainly, by training I am in no way 
qualified to criticize an editor’s work, 
but as a citizen I feel completely 
qualified to criticize editorial policy that 
robs the public of available and needed 
information.
